Pitstop, was made homeless itself 
after several feet of water swirled 
through its premises twice, de¬ 
stroying property worth £20,000. 

Some of these properties were 
in areas, which the Environment 
Agency predicts have just a one 
in a thousand chance of flooding 
each year. 

The Mole burst its banks again 
last Thursday and then again 
on Monday night, re-flooding 
properties just as people were 
salvaging remaining possessions 
and starting months of cleaning 
up.

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Chemical catastrophe averted 


as school pool destroyed by fire

Firefighters averted a major 
chemical disaster after a 
school swimming pool com¬ 
plex was engulfed by 50ft 
flames on Friday night. 

Just three metres away from 
the enormous blaze at the City 
of London Freemen’s School, 
in Ashtead Park, there was a 
store containing gas cylinders 
and thousands of litres of a 
dangerous chemical used in 
the pool. 

Firefighters used foam to 
cover the store and protect it 
from the flames. 

Had the store caught fire it 
would have caused extensive 
damage to other school 
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buildings and forced the evacu¬ 
ation of people from nearby 
homes, according to Epsom 
crew commander Adam Love. 

A fire investigation team is 
still looking into the cause of 
the blaze, which may have 
been an arson attack, accord¬ 
ing to a spokeswoman from 
Surrey Fire and Rescue. 

Mr Love said “It was lucky 
the wind was blowing away 
from the building into the field. 

“The whole swimming pool 
building was fully on fire. We 
knew we were not going to be 


able to save it.” 

On the way to the fire at 
about 10.30pm, Mr Love said 
they checked plans for the 
school and discovered where 
the chemicals were stored. 

He said: “The only informa¬ 
tion we had on water supply 
was the swimming pool but 
that was on fire. The other hy¬ 
drant was on the main road. 

“We didn’t have enough peo¬ 
ple and hose reels to put the 
fire out. It was lost anyway. 

“All we did was protect the 
rest of the buildings. We cov¬ 
ered them in foam to protect 
the buildings.” 

Mr Love was on one of 
Epsom’s two fire engines, 
which arrived on the scene 
first. They were later joined by 
six more fire engines. In total 
about 45 firefighters were 
called to fight the fire over four 
hours. 

Mr Love said he had two 
teams in breathing apparatus 
working in dark, windy and 
hot conditions to protect the 
store with chemicals. 

The building housing the 
swimming pool, which was 
erected in 1976, collapsed dur¬ 
ing the blaze. 

The independent school, 
which counts comedian and 
actor Warwick Davis and Hol¬ 
lywood actor Andrew Garfield 


among its past pupils, opened 
as usual this week. 

Headmaster Philip MacDon¬ 
ald said: “I am very grateful to 
the staff on site who raised 
the alarm and assisted Surrey 
Fire Service in dealing with 
the fire. 

“I am also grateful to Surrey 
Fire Service and the police for 
their prompt and effective re¬ 


sponse to this emergency.” 

The pool was used by a 
variety of local groups includ¬ 
ing Epsom District Swimming 
Club. 

Tom Anstis, chairman of the 
club, said: “We swam until 9pm 
that night and closed up as 
usual. It’s disappointing. It was 
a nice pool to use and we’re 
going to miss it.”

Accused of 
eight rapes 

A 23-year-old man charged 
with eight counts of rape will 
appear at court this month. 

Muhammed Abdur Razzak, 
of Farriers Road, Epsom, faces 
eight counts of raping a 
woman between September 1, 
2012, and April 20,2013. 

On Monday Mr Razzak 
appeared at Wimbledon Magis¬ 
trates’ Court where the case 
was sent straight to Kingston 
Crown Court. 

He was released on condi¬ 
tional bail before a case man¬ 
agement hearing at Kingston 
Crown Court on January 22. 

As part of bail conditions he 
must not contact the victim 
and her family or visit speci¬ 
fied locations in London. 

He has surrendered his pass¬ 
port and must not apply for in¬ 
ternational travel documents. 


Cell blaze 

Ten people needed treat¬ 
ment after a fire started in a 
prison cell on Sunday night. 

An Epsom firefighter said 
they were called to the fire 
at Highdown Prison, in 
Highdown Lane, on the bor¬ 
der of Sutton and Banstead, 
at 10.50pm on January 5. 

They extinguished the fire 
but two members of staff 
and eight prisoners needed 
oxygen after inhaling smoke 
and two prisoners were 
given first aid. 

An investigation has begun. 


OAP injured as tree falls 


Mail to lagfound at officer’s home 


An elderly woman sustained 
head injuries when a tree 
fell on to a car on January 1, 
trapping her inside. 

The emergency services 
were called to the incident, in 
Park Lane, Ashtead, at 12.15pm 
as the area was lashed by 
heavy rain. 

Two ambulance crews, an air 
ambulance team and three fire 


engines attended. 

The firemen freed the 
woman from the car and 
paramedics treated her for a 
head injury and back pain, be¬ 
fore taking her to St George’s 
Hospital in Tooting. 

An Epsom firefighter said: 
“An elderly woman was res¬ 
cued and cut out by the 
brigade.” 


A prison officer who had a fling with a 
diamond heist convict appeared in 
court on Friday. 

Abbie Levens, 31, of Adastra Way in 
Wallington, previously pleaded guilty 
to misconduct in a public office after 
admitting to an inappropriate rela¬ 
tionship with a male convict, but 
claims there was no sex involved. 

Guildford Crown Court heard letters 
were found at Levens’s home addressed 


to Sherome Blair, an inmate at High 
Down prison, where she worked. 

Susannah Bramley, prosecuting, 
said they could not say the letters 
were ever sent to Blair because they 
were in Levens’s wardrobe but argued 
they contained details of her discussing 
what had happened between the pair. 

Levens is expected to give evidence at 
a trial of issue next month and has 
been released on unconditional bail.

‘Lonely’ Chantilly Fillies moved off field 



Horses who were nicknamed 
the Chantilly Fillies have fi¬ 
nally been moved from dis¬ 
used land to the relief of 
residents concerned about 
their welfare. 

Their disappearance comes 
after the Department of 
Health (DoH) issued what 
were in effect eviction notices 
to the horses on the land 
along Chantilly Way, Epsom. 

On Tuesday a DoH 
spokeswoman said: “A posses¬ 
sion order was obtained from 
the county court before 
Christmas and the horses 
have been removed by their 
owners.” 

The area was formerly part 
of the Epsom Cluster of psy¬ 
chiatric hospitals and it was 
retained by the Government 
to allow the construction of 
Chantilly Way. 

Epsom and Ewell Neighbour¬ 
hood Inspector Craig Knight 
said: “I’m pleased they have 


gone and am hoping that will 
reduce the number of calls 
about horses going on to the 
highway. 

“We will speak to the owner 
to make sure they had the 
relevant documents and pass¬ 
ports to move them. 

“The horses were not being 
neglected as such, albeit caus¬ 
ing controversy because there 


were no stables or bedding.” 

In 2012, worried residents 
raised concerns about the wel¬ 
fare of a horse which ap¬ 
peared in Chantilly Way after 
the Epsom Derby. 

More horses later appeared 
but the RSPCA maintained its 
officers could not remove the 
horses just because they were 
alone and without shelter.

Crematorium closed until February 


A crematorium hit by 
floods is unlikely to re¬ 
open until next month. 

Randalls Park Cremato¬ 
rium in Leatherhead was 
inundated in the floods be¬ 
fore Christmas and had 
hoped to re-open at the end 
of last week. 

But the grounds were 
flooded again last week 
and on Monday night. 

Dignity, which runs the 
crematorium, said damage 
to its chapel means it prob¬ 
ably would not be able to 
hold funerals there until 
the end of the month. 


It is investigating the 
possibility of constructing 
a temporary chapel and 
will begin replacing all the 
furniture, carpets and fur¬ 
nishings and redecorating 
this week. 



A spokesman said: “All 
parts of the grounds are 
now accessible for those 
wishing to visit the resting 
place of their loved ones 
and our staff and contrac¬ 
tors are working hard to 
restore the gardens. 

“The chapel is now dry 
and it may be possible we 
are operational before the 
end of this month.” 

The company is offering 
people the option of using 
its crematorium in Craw¬ 
ley in the interim, with 
ashes being returned to 
Randalls Park at no cost. 
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Wrecked roof 'built 
to withstand winds’ 


The company that built the 
wind-damaged roof at Epsom 
Downs Racecourse has 
promised to use its “best peo¬ 
ple” to reinforce it and prevent 
it happening a third time. 

On Christmas Eve, a section 
of the multi-million pound 
Duchess’s stand’s roof, be¬ 
lieved to be the size of a tennis 
court, was ripped off - almost 
exactly two years after “freak 
winds” tore off part of the 
same roof. 

After the first incident, the 
managing director of the race¬ 
course, Rupert Trevelyan, said 
he had demanded a guarantee 
from contractors it would 
never happen again. 

At the time, Willmott Dixon, 
the construction firm respon¬ 
sible for building the roof in 
2009, told the Epsom Guardian 
it was designed to withstand 
winds of 47mph and complied 
with regulations taking into 
consideration location, expo¬ 
sure, height of the building, 
shape and size. 

But on Monday, Andrew Gel- 
dard, a spokesman for Will¬ 
mott Dixon, said it was 
designed to withstand 
gusts of 70mph. 

That is 
22mph 
more 
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than the highest gust recorded 
at a weather station in Ewell on 
Christmas Eve. 

Last week, two cranes were on 
the site assesssing the damage 
and doing limited repairs. 

Johnno Spence, spokesman 
for the racecourse, said: “We 
are liaising with Willmott Dixon 
and asking why this has hap¬ 
pened again. 

“They are saying that it was 
due to unbelievably bad weath¬ 
er. We really don’t know why it 
happened yet. 

“They are the experts in this 
area and we will have to wait for 
the findings.” 

The Wilmott Dixon spokes¬ 
man said it is working with the 
roof’s architects to devise a 
long-term solution. 

He said: “There has been a lit¬ 
tle bit damage to the roof. It is 
not a significant amount. 

“The sheer force and 
intensity of 
the 


wind has caused a section of it 
to become unstuck. 

“We are concerned on the 
basis that we need to address 
this so it does not happen again. 

“It has been built to all the 
specification standards but for 
some reason again it has come 
away.” 

He said the company is not 
considering altering the design, 
or installing a new roof, but in¬ 
stead at “strengthening and re¬ 
inforcing” the existing roof. 

Mr Geldard added: “We are 
putting out best people on this 
to make sure it doesn’t happen 
again. We won’t leave it until 
we are satisfied it will not hap¬ 
pen again.” 

The Duchess’s stand, which 
was opened in April 2009, was 
built as part of a £38m develop¬ 
ment at the racecourse. 



‘Wettest December for 100 years’ 


Ian Currie (pictured), a 
weather expert who writes 
for the Weather Eye maga¬ 
zine, said Surrey experi¬ 
enced its wettest December 
for the past 100 years and the 
racecourse’s roof “may be 
the wrong design for such an 
exposed location”. 

Mr Currie said: “There 
have been very unsettled 
conditions before so I would¬ 
n’t say this is unique. 


“But it has been the wettest 
December in the Surrey area 
for 100 years. Very strong 
winds and heavy rain. 

“It is certainly been a very 
large-scale and a severe spell

weather which is ongoing. 

“The Epsom Downs area 
was perhaps the region with 
the greatest wind and heavi¬ 
est rain. On December 23, 
there were 71mm of rain and 
up to 70 mph winds. 

“It is a vulnerable place, 
high up on the Downs, a 
very exposed position. 

“Perhaps the design of the 
roof is such that it’s causing 
the wind to get underneath.” 
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AFTER THE STORMS 
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“Absolutely devastating” 
was the verdict of one vic¬ 
tim of the Leatherhead 
floods, some of whom are 
unlikely to be able to 
move back in until the 
summer. 

Martin Starnes, 57, and 
wife Indira, 52, who had to 
be evacuated by boat from 
their flooded home in 
Thorncroft Drive, along 
with their dog, Mishka, 
and five cats - Skat, New, 
Amelia, Kizzy and Little 
Thunder Bear - have been 
staying in a Premier Inn 
hotel in Chessington. 

Mr Starnes said four 
homes in his road have 
been flooded out as well as 
Thorncroft Manor, which 
houses offices. 

Mr Starnes said they 
have been told it will be 
six months before they 
can move back in to their 
home, and fear it may 
flood again before then. 

He said: “The emergen¬ 
cy services were fantastic, 
absolutely brilliant. 

“The insurance compa¬ 
nies haven’t been bad. 

“But now, nine to 10 
days after the event, 
we are still here with 
50 black bags stuck 
on our patio. It would 
be nice if things

Homeless charity 
seeking urgent support 


A homeless charity hit 
by floods is at risk 
of becoming homeless 
itself. 

Floods on Christmas 
Eve and January 2 
have wreaked havoc at 
the Pitstop drop-in cen¬ 
tre, at Leatherhead 
Football Club’s Fet- 
cham Grove ground, 
causing an estimated 
£20,000 of damage to 
furniture, bedding, 
carpets and computers. 


Wallace Whybrow, a 
drugs and alcohol 
worker for the Pitstop, 
said: “We are not even 
sure if we are going 
back to this building at 
present. We are look¬ 
ing at options for the 
future.” 

It has temporarily re¬ 
located to Fetcham vil¬ 
lage hall. 

Mr Whybrow said: 
“The response was re¬ 
ally quite good.

could move a bit more 
quickly, but many people 
are in the same 
situation. 

“We have cleared a lot of 
stuff out of the house to 
save it. We have lost a lot 
and saved a lot.” 

Natasha Bell, whose sis¬ 
ter-in-law runs a race¬ 
horse rehabilitation 
centre, said floods hit the 
stables and yard in Thorn¬ 
croft Drive for a third time 
on Monday night. 

Ms Bell said: “It’s abso¬ 
lutely devastating. It’s an 
absolute nightmare at the 
moment. 

“We have got to keep 
going in, trying to save 


what we can. 

“The council have pro¬ 
vided us with a huge skip 
and sandbags, but to be 
honest the level of the 
water is going over the 
sandbags anyway.” 

Peter Ashdown, chair¬ 
man of flooded Leather¬ 
head Football Club, whose 
ground is expected to re¬ 
main closed for the next 
three weeks, said: “People 
have been very good. 

“We have launched a 
flood appeal which has 
been well supported. 

“In terms of the club 
house we are going 
through a process of dry¬ 
ing out.”

Mole Valley MP, Sir Paul Beresford, who 
appealed for money for flood defences in the 
area in the House of Commons on Monday, 
is to conduct a review into the “unique disas¬ 
ter”, working with Surrey County Council 
and the Environment Agency. 

He told the Epsom Guardian on Tuesday 
the aim is to formulate plans to “improve 
and increase flood prevention schemes” and 
then submit bids to the Government for 
money. 

The Environment Agency said three more 
reservoirs are already planned to protect 
Leatherhead, on top of the flood storage 
reservoir at Tilgate used to syphon-off water 
from the river at times of heavy rain. 

A spokesman said: “An additional reser¬ 
voir is soon to be operational at Worth Farm, 
with planning underway for a third at Clays 
Lake. Further to this, Gatwick are construct¬ 
ing a further flood storage reservoir directly 
on the Gatwick Stream. 

“All these sites contribute to reductions in 
flood risk for properties downstream.” 

Leatherhead district Councillor David 
Sharland said much of Leatherhead is on a 
floodplain and building defences there 
would be counter-productive and may not be 
justified in terms of cost. 

But he said: “We don’t know if Gatwick has 
been looking after itself, sacrificing areas 
downstream. It is something that needs to be 
investigated.” 

Asked about accusations that Leatherhead 
had been “sacrificed” to save Gatwick Sir 
Paul said: “I don’t know about that, but we 
will be talking to Gatwick Airport. 

“There were some flood defences which 
were supposed to be put in by BAA, the 
previous owners of the airport, and this was 
not done.”

Commissioner wants

Surrey’s police and crime commis¬ 
sioner is asking people for their 
views on budget proposals for the 
approaching financial year. 

Kevin Hurley wants council tax¬ 
payers across the county to com¬ 
ment on his proposals for Surrey 
Police’s budget in 2014-15, which 
has a gross revenue budget set of 
£207.lm - a reduction of £100,000. 

The remaining £2.2m will come 
from the segment of council tax al¬ 
located to the police, with a 2 per 
cent increase, meaning people 
who live in a band D property will 
pay an extra £4.07 a year or 34p a 
month. 

Two weeks ago, police learned 
that Government funding would 
be cut by about £700,000, the

equivalent of 20 police constables, 
and Mr Hurley is exploring op¬ 
tions to compensate for the 
shortfall. 

The police and crime commis¬ 
sioner said the country was in dif¬ 
ficult times and his goal was to set 
a budget for Surrey Police that 


managed the issues residents face 
while allowing police to provide 
the level of service expected. 

Mr Hurley said: “I am working 
hard to try and secure more Gov¬ 
ernment money for Surrey and we 
will be participating in a review of 
this in the next few months. 

“We receive one of the lowest 
levels of Government funding in 
the country which means you as 
ratepayers have to pay more in 
council tax. I don’t believe this is 
fair. 

“I will continue to make our case 
for a better deal as strongly as I 
possibly can.”

Surrey Police said at the time 
that the misconduct did not relate 
directly to Mr Bundy’s financial 
responsibilities. 


A Surrey Police spokesman 
said that on December 19, an ex¬ 
ternal and independent appeal 
hearing was held to review the 
decision and the appeal panel 
agreed the allegations had been 
proven but found a final written 
warning was a more proportion¬ 
ate sanction.

“The vehicle went off to the 
right, hit the kerb on the other 
side, hit two more taxis before 
driving off down the road, hit¬ 


ting two road barriers. The 
car then came to a stop.” 

Wynn, a care assistant in 
Tadworth, was found with 80 
milligrammes of alcohol in 
100 millilitres of her breath - 
more than double the legal 
limit.

Flooding postpones 
funeral of war hero

The funeral of a pacifist turned 
war hero has had to be delayed 
due to flooding at a crematorium 
in Leatherhead. 

Major Bill Towill, from 
Tadworth, rescued wounded sol¬ 
diers at Dunkirk and fought be¬ 
hind enemy lines in the Burmese 
jungle during World War II. 

He died on December 14 at the 
age of 93. His funeral has been 
postponed and moved to a crema¬ 
torium in Morden after flooding at 
Randalls Park Crematorium in 
Randalls Road, Leatherhead. 

Maj Towill miraculously sur¬ 
vived a glider-landing in the 
Burmese jungle and a gruelling 
five-month campaign behind the 
Japanese front line as part of a 
special force known as the 
Chindits. 

He was among 10 “elite 
warriors” who spoke about the 
horrors of war in a book called 
Tales from the Special Forces 
Club, by journalist Sean Rayment. 

He also wrote his own book 
called A Chindit’s Chronicle. 

During World War II, Maj Towill, 
who belonged to a Christian 
movement called the Plymouth 
Brethren, at first joined a medical 
unit because he objected to fight¬ 
ing on conscientious grounds.

Pamela, his wife of 65 years, 
said: “He joined the Royal Army 
Medical Corps and pulled sol¬ 
diers, battling dive bombs and 
blasts, off the beaches of Dunkirk. 

“Because of what he saw there 
he realised he could not be a paci¬ 
fist any longer. 

“He went from being a pacifist to 
being a Chindit.” 

Maj Towill went out to fight in 
India, where he met his future 
wife at church, before being 
dropped into the Burmese jungle 
while serving with the 3rd/9th 


Gurkha Rifles. 

Mrs Towill said: “He landed in 
the jungle with his Gurkhas and 
spent months fighting the 
Japanese. They even had to shoot 
their own wounded. 

’’When he came out of that he 
had nightmares for 70 years be¬ 
cause of what happened in the 
jungle with the Japanese. I was 
his counsellor.” 

After the war he became a solici¬ 
tor while his wife and one of his 
two daughters run a riding stable 
at Wildwoods in Motts Hill Lane, 
Tadworth. 

Mrs Towill, who also belongs to 
the Plymouth Brethren, said: 
“I first met him in church when I 
was 13 or 14. It was love at first 
sight. 

“I was sent away to school and I 
used to pray to God that one day 
he would help me to find him.” 

At the age of 17 she returned 
home to find him at her family’s 
house and they were engaged 
within a fortnight. 

he said: “He was always full of 
compassion and very caring.” 

A private funeral for Maj Towill 
will take place on Tuesday, 
January 21.

£72m to provide 16,000 school places 


More than £70m of Government 
cash will be injected into 
education in Surrey to help 
pay for 16,000 more school 
places across the county. 

Education Secretary Michael 
Gove announced last month 
that £2.35bn would be used to 
create more school places up 
until 2017 in addition to £5bn 
which will be spent on places 
by next year. 

Surrey County Council will 
receive £72m from the Govern¬ 
ment - one of the biggest 


shares of funding. 

Linda Kemeny, Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council’s cabinet member 
for schools and learning, said: 
“We’re pleased the Govern¬ 
ment has listened to us. 

“The fact we’ve been given 
one of the biggest shares of 
funding in the country and 
significantly more than in pre¬ 
vious years is recognition of 
the huge demand we are fac¬ 
ing at our high-quality schools 
following a 20 per cent rise 
in the birth rate, a surge in 


numbers that is continuing. 

“That is why we have em¬ 
barked on Surrey’s biggest 
ever expansion programme 
that will see us invest more 
than £350m in creating the 
16,000 places we need to en¬ 
sure every child gets the best 
possible education.” 

The county council, which 
previously received about 
£13m annually, will receive 
nearly £12m in 2014-15, about 
£29.5m in 2015-16 and about 
£30.9m in 2016-17.

Mr Gilbert said: “In view of 
this, it seems all the more strange 
to me that these tributes to the 
fallen should have been sent away 
to Woking, to be forgotten by the 
congregation.” 

The open meeting is being held 
at St Barnabas, in Temple Road, 
Epsom, on Monday, January 13, 
at 8pm. 


Soldier wrote of time at church 
in diary on the Western Front 


The relative of a young 
soldier killed in World 
War I has called for the 
return of a roll of 
honour left “forgotten” 
in an archive. 

Sergeant Ernest 
Coleman, 18, from 
Epsom, survived 
the bloody battle of 
the Somme, but is 
believed to have 
been killed by an 
enemy sniper dur¬ 
ing the battle of 
Arras in April 1917. 

His name is 
inscribed on one of 
two rolls of honour 
removed from St 
Barnabas, in Tem¬ 
ple Road, Epsom, 
by the current 
vicar and deposited 
at Surrey History 
Centre in Woking 
during the 1990s. 

Lynne Winstan- 
ley, a distant 
relative of Sgt 
Coleman, contacted 
the Epsom Guard¬ 
ian and said: “I be¬ 
lieve that the roll of 
honour should be 
kept in the church 
where local people 
can view them.” 

Sgt Coleman, of 
Church Road, 
Epsom, kept a war 
diary detailing his 
life on the Western 
Front. 

Ms Winstanley 
explained: “In the 
diary he mentioned 
attending church 
services so it would 
seem fitting for the 
roll of honour to be 
stored at the 
church rather than 
be locked away and 
forgotten in an 
archive.”

identity of Jack Ripper - 
125 years after the brutal 
killer terrorised Victori¬ 
an London, writes Hard- 
eep Matharu. 

A series of horrific 
murders of prostitutes, 
which occurred in 
Whitechapel in the East 
End of London, between 
August and November 
1888, were attributed to a 
fearsome killer who be¬ 
came known as Jack the 
Ripper, whose identity 
has remained a mystery 
ever since. 

Newspapers provided 
extensive coverage of the 
Ripper killings and as 
the murders were never 
solved and the killer 
never caught, legends 
surrounding the person’s 
identity grew. 

Speculation on the iden¬ 
tity of the murderer has 
included the suggestion 
that he was a doctor or a 
butcher because of the 
weapons used to commit 
the killings and the way 
the bodies were mutilat¬ 




ed, which showed knowl¬ 
edge of human anatomy. 

The crimes have even 
been linked to Queen Vic¬ 
toria’s grandson, the 
Duke of Clarence, and it 
is said that there are now 
more than 100 theories 
about the Ripper’s identi¬ 
ty. 

In 2002, a retired British 
murder squad detective, 
Trevor Marriott, used his 
knowledge and expertise 
to conduct a 21st century 
cold case re-investigation 
into the murders, in an 
attempt to finally identify 
the killer. 

His long and detailed 


investigation revealed 
new evidence and facts 
which dispel many of the 
previously accepted theo¬ 
ries surrounding the case. 

New suspects emerged, 
none of which had ever 
been discussed previous¬ 
ly, and one would turn 
out to become a new 
prime suspect who had 
eluded investigators 


since 1888. 

Marriott joined the Bed¬ 
fordshire police force in 
1970 and dug into murder 
cases, as well as earning 
his stripes in the Special 
Branch. 

In the 125th anniversary 
year of the awful mur¬ 
ders, can he finally reveal 
the true identity of Jack 
the Ripper?

House prices could 
rise by 11 per cent 


Market report says demand 


outstrips supply in capital

London house prices could 
rise by 11 per cent in 2014. 

That’s according to the 
latest report from the Royal 
Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors (RICS) which says 
that increasing demand from 
would-be buyers coupled 
with a sluggish supply of 
homes coming onto the 
market is pushing up prices. 

The RICS says house prices 
will rise by eight per cent 
across the country with the 
biggest rise of 11 per cent in 
the capital. 

Peter Bolton King, RICS 
global residential director, 
said: “The cost of a house is 
now picking-up right across 
the country and next year 
should see more of the same. 

“We expect all areas of the 
country to see prices

increase, with London, 
predictably, recording the 
biggest rises. 

Mr Bolton King said the 
improving economic picture 
aside, this was largely down 
to the fact that buyer 
numbers considerably 
outweigh the amount of 
homes on the market. 

“While the number of new 
homes being built is now on 
the rise, it still won’t be 
anywhere near enough to 
meet demand, and we expect 
the problem of insufficient 
housing stock to be the main 
driver behind price increases 
over the next 12 months,” he 
explained. “With the 
shortage of homes coming 


onto the market - a key 
factor behind the price rises 
- some comfort may be 
drawn from a likely 20 per 
cent jump in new starts in 
England over the next year. 

“That would push the total 
towards the 155,000 mark 
compared to 125,000 this year 
and only around 100,000 in 

2012. 

“While this is an 
encouraging trend, it is still 
insufficient to address the 
more rapid growth in 
population and will leave 
significant shortfalls in all 
tenures,” he added. 

Landlords are also looking 
to 2014 with an increasing 
sense of optimism. 

A survey by Paragon 
Mortgages of around 200 
landlord customers, found

2013, landlords’ optimism 
was at the highest level 
recorded.

This has also been an 
upward trend, having dipped 
to an all-time low between 
2008/2009 and remaining

Just over a fifth of 
landlords are planning to 
invest in further buy-to-let 
property in the first quarter 
of 2014. Of those, landlords 
looking to buy, 
large-scale 
landlords were 
more likely to 
expect to purchase 
property (25 per 
cent) than small- 
scale landlords (8 


per cent). 

John Heron, director of 
mortgages, for Paragon said: 
“2013 was a good year for 
buy-to-let, and landlords 
certainly seem to be more 
active in the market. 

“We have seen a steady 
increase in the levels of 
optimism among our 
landlord customers, and this 
looks set to stay in the new 
year. 

“We expect buy-to-let 
lending market-wide in 2013 


to be in the region of £20 
billion, and while this would 
represent a material level of 
growth over 2012 we should 
keep things in perspective. 

“This only takes us back to 
the level of buy-to-let 
lending that we had 10 years 
ago, and over that period the 
private rented sector has 
increased by 80 per cent. Any 
talk of boom conditions in 
the buy-to-let market would 
appear to be premature 
indeed.”

Despite spending much of the 
Christmas holidays under 
water, the community spirit of 
Leatherhead Football Club 
was not swept away.

Ashdown was so moved by 
the outpouring of help from 
the club’s fans, he said they 
went way beyond just being 
supporters.

Sinckler takes the Hitz to inspire life changes 


Young Harlequins prop Kyle 
Sinckler has thanked rugby 
for changing his life and 
wants other young tearaways 
to follow his lead, writes Ric 
Sumner. 

The former Epsom College 
student started life in the 
game at Battersea Ironsides 
where he found an outlet for 
his natural aggression. 

Sinckler, tipped by team¬ 
mate and England interna¬ 
tional Joe Marler for a bright 
future in the game, has since 
taken his first steps in the 
Quins first team and repre¬ 
sented England U20s. 

Sinckler, pictured right , is 
part of the Harlequins acade¬ 
my and was a special guest at 
the nationwide launch of the 
award-winning Hitz pro¬ 
gramme in Lambeth earlier 
this month. 

The successful scheme has 
been rolled out to all 12 Aviva 


Premiership rugby clubs. 

And having met some of the 
young people Hitz has al¬ 
ready helped, Sinckler insists 
it has the power to inspire 
thousands more teenagers as 
well. 

“The Hitz programme is 
very close to my heart,” he 
said. 

“Growing up in south Lon¬ 
don only a few miles down 
the road, rugby helped me 
and changed my life, and I 
think it could do the same for 
younger kids as well. 

“It teaches them teamwork, 
discipline, having that sense 
of family, a routine and, 
hopefully, it is going to be 
life-changing for some of 
these kids who are in the Hitz 
programme. 

“I started at Battersea 
Ironsides when I was eight or 
nine, I was quite an angry 
kid and rugby gave me an 


outlet and more. 

“At the time I did not have 
a clue about rugby I just 
wanted to hit people all the 
time. 

“When you’re young and 
angry and quite naive I 
thought rugby was a good 
outlet to be physical out on 
the field, but as you get older 
you mature and you stop 
making the same mistakes.” 

Delivered by Premiership 
Rugby and funded by part¬ 
ners Wooden Spoon, Land 
Rover, Barclays and Comic 
Relief, Hitz uses rugby as a 
tool to help improve literacy, 
numeracy and employability, 
as well as encouraging young 
people to be more confident 
and self-reliant.
